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The U. 8S. Circuit Court of Appeals, Fourth Circuit, 

has reversed the decrees rendered in the case of Samuel 
Seabury vs. Robert B. Dashiell, involving the question 
of the use by the Government of Lieut. Seabury’s patent 
rights. The decision was rendered by Judge Goff, late 
Secretary of the Navy. He holds that the original pro- 
ceedings, under which Seabury obtained a judgment in 
his favor, were defective, as “the courts should not use 
their writs of injunction so as to retard and embarrass 
the Government in the prosecution of a work the pro- 
duct of which is absolutely essential to the public wel- 
fare and the national defence. While it is desirable 
that the consent of the owner to the use of his patent 
should be obtained, this is not essential. The right to 
take and use the property of the citizen for Government 
purposes is indisputable, an inborn element of sovereign 
power essential to the independence and perpetuity of 
the Nation.” The owners of a patent, made use of by 
the Government, can obtain, through the Court of 
Claims, just compensation, or through an appropriation 
by Congress, but they cannot restrain the Government 
from its use. The Fifth Amendment to the Constitution 
requires that private property should be paid for when 
taken, but it does not disturb the Government in its 
sovereign rights to take. The fact that Congress has 
by statute provided a method of condemnation does not 
limit the power to take in cases not so provided for. The 
title of a citizen to his property is given as against an- 
other citizen, but not against the general public as rep- 
resented by the Government. Patentees should not be 
permitted to close the arsenals, ordnance shops and navy 
yards by injunctions. Another ground for dismissing 
the decree is that the bill of complaint alleges fraud and 
no fraud is proven. There is an utter failure to sustain the 
allegations of fraudulent conspiracy and confederation 
charged in the bill against Commo. Folger and others. 
The charges of fraud were madé under a misconception of 
facts with a recklessness that was not commendable, 
and should not be encouraged. 
. Lieut. Dashiell testified in the suit that he had never 
seen Lieut. Seabury’s drawings until they were pro- 
duced in court, and the appearance of pinholes in the 
drawings was explained by two Navy Yard mechanics 
by the statement that they had made them in preparing 
a model for use in the case. The broad principles laid 
down by Judge Goff in determining the right of the 
Government to possess itself of private property gives 
the case an importance much beyond the peints in dis- 
pute between the litigants. 


A dispatch dated City of Mexico, Feb. 8 says: De- 
spite many signs of peace, Mexico continues her prepa- 
rations for war, evidently distrusting Guatemala’s pro- 
fessions. Gen. Salamanca, chief artillery expert, left 
the city at the beginning of the week for Vera Cruz to 
test the new Krupp guns. On Tuesday the Govern- 
ment telegraphed him to return at once. 
Diaz’s aide-de-camp met him at the station with orders 
to start the same night for the United States to pur 
chase 1,000,000 Remington cartridges. The Government 
has entered also into a contract for the purchase of 100 
Maxim guns. The general impression here, however, is 
that the Government is only taking precautions. 


President 


The report of the board appointed to inquire inte 
the sanity of Maj. Wham, Daymaster’s Department, 
who is under sentence of dismissal on account of tinan- 
cial transactions in which he was engaged, has not yer 
reached the War Department, and it is presumed by 
this that the board is looking into the question very 
earefully. 


The prposed removal by the War Department of the 
troops stationed at the San Carlos Indian Agency has 
created considerable opposition in the ‘Territory, says 
aun Arizona despatch, and the Legislature has sent a 
resolution to Congress protesting against the removal. 


Assistant Comptroller Mansur has denied a rehearing 
in the case of Vrivate John Howard, Co. IK, Sth Cav., 
for retained pay. which the War Department denied 
him on the ground that he had not served honestly and 
faithfully. 


Lieut. John T. Thompson, U. 8S. A., and Mrs. Thomp- 
son, of Omaha, are on a few weeks’ visit to Louisville, 
Ky. 


Secretary Herbert has issued an order directing that 
the session of the Naval College and Torpedo School 
commence June 1 next and terminate Oct. 15. It is the 
intention of the Navy Department to detail a class of 
twenty-five officers for attendance during the session. 
Irom this class will be selected five after the session 
closes, and continue the general work through the winter 
to prepare for next session. 


A test plate from the armor for the Indiana and Mas 
sachusetts was tried at Bethlehem, Pa., Feb. 19. Car- 
penter sheli and Brown hexagonal powder was used. 
Iirst a 500 pound projectile was fired with 166 pounds 
of powder from a 10-inch gun; velocity, 1,539 feet. The 
shell was broken up and its point was welded to the 
plate by the great heat generated. The penetration was 
estimated at about two inches. Not the slightest crack 
was shown. The second projectile was of the same 
kind and weight as the first one, but the charge of 
powder was 241 pounds, the heaviest ever fired on the 
grounds. The projectile moved 1,940 feet a second. The 
point of impact was in the centre of the plate, 41 inches 
from the bottom. The shell was broken up and the 
point welded in the plate. The penctration was esti- 
mated at about 6 inches. Neither the backing nor bolts 
were disturbed by either of the shots, and ther@ was 
comparatively little or no curving of the plate.

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FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS.—THIRD SESSION. 


General debate on the Naval Appropriation bill which 
was commenced in the House oF cavensubatives on 
Friday of last week, continued on Saturday, most of the 
speeches being centred about the provision for three new 
battleships. The opposition to the increase of the Navy 
did not seem to be as strong as in previous years. The 
speeches against the authorization of the battleships 
were very few. On Monday debate on the bill by para- 
graphs was commenced. When the first paragraph had 
been read, Mr. Sayers, of Texas, made points of order 
against the authorization of the enlistment of 2,000 ad- 
ditional men, and against the proviso at the end of 
the paragraph that hereafter no officer of the Navy 
shall be deprived of sea-duty pay while attached to a 
vessel in commission by reason of assignment to duty as 
a member of a Naval Court Martial, Court of Inquiry 
or Board, or to other temporary duty, or by reason of 
being sent to a Naval Hospital for temporary treatment. 

The first point was overruled by the Chairman of the 
Committee of the Whole, Mr. O'Neill, of Massachu- 
setts, and the provision for the enlistment of 2,000 ad- 
ditional men was retained. The other point was sus- 
tained, and the provision in regard to the sea-pay of of- 
ficers was stricken out. 

Mr. Springer, of Illinois, offered an amendment which 
was adopted, authorizing the detail of retired officers of 
the Navy and the Marine Corps as Instructors at institu- 
tions of learning without extra pay. Mr. Sayers then re- 
turned to the increase in the number of enlisted men, and 
moved to strike it out. This motion was defeated, and 
he then moved to substitute a provision for the assign- 
ment of the officers and men of the Marine Corps to the 
secondary batteries, arguing that the necessity for more 
men would be obviated. The amendment was disagreed 


to. 

Mr. Beltzhoover, of Pennsylvania, offered an amend- 
ment to equalize the pay of all officers of the line, the 
Engineer Corps, Medical Corps, and Pay Corps, so that 
the pay in the Staff Corps shall be equal to that of cor- 
responding grades in the line. The amendment was 
ruled out of order. Mr. Hermann, of Oregon, moved an 
amendment providing that officers put on the retired 
list before reaching the age of 62 years should be ex- 
amined from time to time, and if they recover from 
their disabilities should be restored to active service. 

After the provision appropriating $500,000 for guns 
for the armament of auxiliary cruisers had been passed 
Representative Sayers who had been absent when it was 
read, made a speech in opposition to it, and endeavored 
to have the House return to it. Mr. Talbot, in charge 
of the bill, refused to consent, however. The next thing 
Mr. Sayers found fault with was the provision for the 
appropriation of $100,000 for the commencement of a 
dry dock at Algiers, La., but he did not move to strike it 
out. 

Mr. Talbot offered a committee amendment reduc- 
ing the appropriation for four new houses at the Naval 
Observatory from $7,500 to $5,000 each, which was 
adopted. 

Mr. Sayers made a prolonged fight against the appro- 
priation of S$3800,000 to continue work on new machin- 
ery to replace the present engines and boilers of the 
Chicago, and $100,000 for new boilers and engines for 
the Hartford, but both appropriations were retained. 

When the paragraph authorizing the construction of 
the three battleships and the twelve torpedo boats had 
been read, Mr. Dolliver, of lowa, offered an amendment 
providing that two torpedo boats should be built on the 
Mississippi River. This amendment was accepted by 
the committee, and Mr. Sayers then moved to strike out 
the provision for the three new battleships. Mr. Simp 
son, of Kansas, favored the amendment on the ground 
that the usefulness of battleships was problematical, 
und because the Treasury was not in condition to meet 
the expense of the construction of battleships. Ile ad- 
vocated cruisers rather than battleships. Mr. Money, 
of Mississippi, replied to Mr. Simpson, correcting his 
nisstatements, and reviewing the arguments in favor 
of battleships, and Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, made an 
earnest and patriotic speech in favor of a navy that 
would compel respect. 

Mr. Sayers spoke in favor of his amendment, but said 
he had no hope of the passage of his amendment for 
the reason that too many great firms were interested in 
the construction of ships. He declared that the Govern- 
ment of the United States was paying $150 per ton more 
for armor plate from the Bethlehem Lrou Works than 
was paid by the Russian Government. When questioned 
aus to the authority for this statement he could not sub- 
stuntiate it. The vote on Mr. Sayers’ amendment re- 
sulted in 43 ayes to 121 noes, and the provision for the 
battleships remained in the bill, Mr. Cannon, contend- 
ing that the bill should carry the full amount necessary 
for the construction of the vessels authorized, moved 
that an amendment be added to the paragraph appre- 
priating $22,000,000 for carrying it into effect. This 
wis voted down by a vote of 79 to 90, and Mr. Cannon 
then moved to appropriate $5,000,000. This amendment 
was voted down by 56 to 126. 

Mr. Sayers offered an amendment to the paragraph 
making the appropriation for armor and armament, 
providing that no higher price shall be paid for any 
armor or gun steel than is paid to the contracting firm 
for like armor or gun steel. 

The bill was reported to the House by the Committee 
of the Whole, and after it had passed its third reading 
Mr. Sayers offered a resolution to recommit the bill to 
the Committee on Naval Affairs with instructions to re- 
port it back with the provision for the battleships strick- 
en out. An aye and no vote was taken on this resolu- 
tien, and it was defeated by a vote of 67 to 199, and the 
bill was then passed without division. Much of the credit 
for getting the Naval Appropriation billthrough the House 
in such good shape is due to Representative Talbot, of 
Maryland, the Chairman of the sub committee on appro- 
priation of the Naval Committee In drawing the bill Mr. 
Talbot started out with the determination of giving the 
Navy all that was required, and in spite of the pre- 
vailing tendency to cut down all appropriations in the 
Hiouse he has succeeded in carrying through a bill ap- 
propriating more money than any single Naval bill since 
the war, and not only providing for three more battle- 
ships and twelve torpedo boats, but increasing the num- 
ber of enlisted men, providing guns for the auxiliary 
cruisers, and many other matters of great importance. 
The bill will probably pass the Senate without material 
changes. 

Congress has passed the bill extending the time for 
making returns under the provisions of the act taxing 
incomes from the Ist of March to the 15th of April. 

The House to-day devoted four hours to the transac- 
tion of business under the suspension of the rules, and 
bills fixing the minimum of pension of pensioners of the 
Mexican War and the Indian Wars from 1832 to 1842 
at $12 per month; amending the statutes concerning the 
regulation of steam vessels, and granting Mount Ver- 
non Barracks, Ala., to that State for public purposes. 
The bill creating a retired list for the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice was lost. The friends of the bill had made a careful 
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canvass of the members, and they were of the opinion 
that the bill had enough friends to give it a two-thirds 
vote. So it was decided to take the risk of undertaking 
to pass it on suspension day, when the rules may be set 
aside and a bill passed if it can muster a two-thirds 
vote. When the Revenue Marine bill was voted upon it 
had but 85 votes in the affirmative and 86 in the nega- 
tive. The attempt to pass it was therefore abandoned. 
The member from Missouri, who has been locally dubbed 
“Chump” Clark, was the spokesman of the opposition 
to the bill He made the humane suggestion that old of- 
ficers of the Revenue Marine, who persist in not dying, 
shall “be taken out and shot.” 

Congress has passed the bill authorizing the President 
to appoint Warren C. Beach to the Army with the rank 
of Captain on the retired list. 

The Senate on Tuesday agreed to the resolution sub- 
mitted by Senator Chandler directing the Secretary of 
the Navy to inform the Senate whether or not during 
the last four years officers of the Navy attached to the 
ships Richmond and Constellation, stationed at Newport, 
R. L, and drawing sea pay and commutation for rations 
at sea, have been furnished and assigned and have oc- 
cupied quarters for themselves, or their families, or for 
beth, on shore in public buildings or elsewhere, at_the 
expense of the Government, and if so, to staté the 
nature and extent to which this practice has prevailed, 
and whether or not it is in accordance with and, author- 
ity of law. 

Mr. Chandler has submitted the following resolution in 
the Senate: 

“Resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy be directed to 
inform the Senate whether or not during the last four years 
officers of the Navy attached to the ships Richmond and 
Constellation, stationed at Newport, R. L, and drawing sea 
pay and commutation for rations at sea, have been furnished 
and assigned, and have occupied quarters for themselves or 
their families, or for both, on shore in public buildings or 
elsewhere, at the expense of the Government; and if se, to 
state the nature and extent to which this practice has pre- 
vailed, and whether or not it is in accordance with any auv- 
thority of law."’ 


ORDNANCE NOTES. 

A test of the new Krag-Jorgenson rifle was made last 
week at Willets Point, under the direction of Capt. 
W.-M. Black, Corps of Engineers. In order to ascer- 
tain the penetrative ability of the bullets pine boards 
were fastened together until a thickness of 50 inches 
was obtained. Two of the shots fired at this target at 
short range went entirely through it, and none of them 
penetrated less than three feet. Into oak planks the 
penetration was 32 inches, and iron plates two-thirds 
of an inch were also pierced. <A_ bullet fired at thin 
iron plates an inch apart passed through one plate after 
another until it melted. 

Lieut. H. C. Lyon, 17th Inf., is contributing to the 
“Army Herald,” Columbus Barracks, a series of ar- 
ticles on the new Army magazine rifle, and in the latest 
number gives six principal faults, with perhaps more to 
follow. ‘These are: I1st.—The twist should be from 
right to left, so as to avoid the blow on the. cheek given 
by the stock in firing, and to make the drift of the 
bullet toward the left, so as to contract the natural 
“pull” of the trigger to the right. The Lebel rifle, of 
France, aud most sporting rifles have their twist from 
right to left. 2d.—The rear sight is too far from the 
eye, is not properly graduated for the gun, and has no 
wind gauge. Sd.—The magazine must be charged sing- 
ly, by dropping individual cartridges into it, entailing 
loss of time. 4th.—There is no apparent reason for 
each man carrying a ramrod, as the gun cleans itself, 
unless he can utilize it with his shelter tent. Hach non 
commissioned officer, however, should carry one, and it 
should slide into place easily and quickly, like the old 
Springfield, instead of being screwed in. 5Sth.—The eut 
off lug should be bright steel or nickel plated, so as to be 
more readily observed by squad and company com 
manders. Gth—There is danger in having cartridges 
“jam” in the chamber, especially if a soldier confused 
the two funetions of the gun as a magazine and a 
single loader. 

The “Revista Militar de Chile” has given some in 
teresting particulars of rifle trials before a special con 
nission appointed to select a new arm for the Chilian 
infantry. ‘The rifles under trial were the following:—The 
Mauser (three patterus—7.65 mm., 7 mm. and 6.5 mm.): 
nnd the Mannlicher, Marga, Beaumont and Daudetau 
rifles, each with a calilfre of 6.5 mm. C255 in). The 
Daudetau gave a velocity (mean of five trials) of 776.5 
métres (2,545 ft.), surprising the commission by exceed 
ing the small calibre Mauser by 63 mé@tres, the Mann 
licher by 64, the Beaumont by 62, the Marga by 59, and 
the larger Mausers by 74 and 122 métres. The pro 
jectile weighed 9 grammes (315 oz.), those of the other 
rifles all 10 grammes or more, and the Daudetau powder 
charge (2.05 gr.) was less than that employed with any 
of the other rifles. The; Mannlicher ball penetrated deal 
to a depth of 12 mm., and the Mauser of 7 mm., more 
than that of the Daudetau. In regard. to rapidity of 
fire, the new rifle gave thirty-seven rounds per minute. 
compared with twenty-four for the Mannlicher, and 
twenty-five and twenty-eight for the various Mausers, 
and the trajectory was also flatter. In regard fo ac 
curacy of fire, the rifles were placed in the following 
order:—Daudetau, Beaumont, Mauser, Mannlicher, at 
250 métres; Mauser, Daudetau, Beaumont, Mannlicher, 
Marga, 500 métres; Mannlicher, ‘Daudetau, Mauser, 
1,000 métres. Lastly, in order to test the durability 
of the weapons, 950 rounds were fired with each, and 
they came out of the test in the following order:— 
Daudetau, Mauser, Beaumont, Marga. The excellent 
results obtained with the Daudetau rifle were a great 
surprise to the members of the committee. 


Eli Norris, of Cincinnati, Ohio, wants Congress to 
furnish him with $15,000 for constructing two improve:l 
Bb. L. rapid-firing guns, and Mr. Storer has (by request) 
introduced a bill for this purpose into the House H. R. 
S847. He proposes to have arbitrators appointed to test 
the guns. 

There was tested at Indian Head on Thursday « 
Carnegie plate which has been forged down from 17 
inches in thickness to 14 inches, after Harveyizing. 
This was fired at by 6-inch shells filled with high explo- 
sives, under service conditions, from a modern high-pow- 
ered gun. 

A Seabury 12-centimetre quick-fire gun has just been 
sent to Sandy Hook to be tested in the competition of 
guns of this calibre which is going on at the Proving 
Grounds. The other guns being tested are the Arm- 
strong, Canet and Hotchkiss. 


Allotments were made by the Board of Ordnance an! 
Fortifications at its recent meeting here, as follows: 
Yor testing Driggs’ Schroeder 12-pounder rapid-fire field 
gun, mounted on a minimum recoil carriage, $200; for 
experimental firings with the 16-mortar battery at Sandy 
Hook, $2,550; for the purchase by the Government of 
the right to manufacture the high explosive known as 
a_ensestin, $5,000. The board will meet again on March

FOR A SERVICE CORPS. 
Jefferson Barracks, Mo., Feb. 15, 1895. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

In an article in the Journal on the 9th inst. “Artillery” 
proposes the organization of a service corps for per- 
forming the duties now done by our extra and special 
duty men, and “Cavalry” takes herewith the opportun- 
ity to heartily second the motion. “Artillery” is right, 
and any military man knows that the present system 
is to the detriment of the military instruction of the 
men composing our batteries, troops and companies. 

Taking the troop in which the writer is serving as an 
example: Its maximum strength, according to law, is 
60 enlisted men. From this number two are deducted 
for the band, leaving 58 enlisted men, divided as fol- 
lows: Non-commissioned officers, including one Lance 
Corporal, 11; trumpeters, 2; extra duty men, 8; special 
duty men, 7; farrier, saddler, blacksmith and wagoner, 
4; duty men, 26; total, 58. 

Deducting the non-commissioned officers, who have 
their own distinct line of duty, it leaves us 47 men, of 
which number it comes on the 26 duty men to perform 
all necessary guard, fatigue, stable-police, kitchen-police, 
ete., ete., the 21 remaining being excused from all such 
duties. Now, there being daily, as a rule, four men on 
guard, four on old guard-fatigue, two on stable-police, 
two on kitchen-police and one room orderly, it gives us 
13 men for duty out of 26 every day. Under such cir- 
cumstances it is easily perceived that drill with the troop 
“us a body can hardly be thought of, and what should 
be the principal duties of a soldier—the proper handling 
of his arms and the continual practicing of the evo- 
lutions of the troop, squadron and regiment—is kept 
in the background on account of other duties, mostly 
manual labor. Many causes of desertion have been 
given, but I think that fatigue duty is among the prin- 
eipal ones. Many a young man enlists in the Army 
with a natural liking for a soldier’s life, and under the 
impression that he is going to lead the life of a soldier. 
Hie will, however, soon find out his mistake, and it is 
not unusual that he will sooner be familiar with pick 
and shovel than with his carbine and sabre. I have not 
seen a cavalryman yet that, when detailed in his proper 
turn, would not perform his stable-police without a 
murmur. And why? Because he considers that as 
part of his military duty. But give that same man a 
pick or shovel and send him out on fatigue, and he 
will continually growl and try to accomplish as little 
work as he can without getting into trouble. 

All these difficulties could, without a donbt, be avoid- 
ed by organizing the service corps proposed, and we can 
onlv hope that it, in a very short time, will become a 
reality. 

Now, one question only: In making the proposed 
classification of the men to compose the new corps, 
what possible reason has “Artillery” to place the clerks 
in the second class? A man can make a good black- 
smith, painter, ete.. without having any education what- 
ever: but to make a good clerk, especially an Army 
clerk, it is essential to be a scholar of good intellect and 
memory. Besides that, their duty is most laborious, 
and requires their constant presence and attention. 
Therefore, bv all means, place them where thev rightly 
helong, in the first class. CAVALRY. 


JAPANESE AND CHINESE ARTILLERY. 


As » result of a careful sifting of evidence the Lon 
don “Engineer” concludes that in the naval engage- 
ments with the Japanese and Chinese had practically no 
onick-firing guns. except, possibly, a very few light 
ones, srech as mieht be sent on board of the last mo- 
ment. Tt saves: “We are pow in a position to say def- 
initely that China had no Armstrong anick-firing cuns, 
and we do not believe that she had the Krupp 12 em. 
cuns. thourh, as we have already said, it is conceivable. 
thongch unlikelv. that a few pieces may have been got 
on board, and if so. they were undoubtedly Krupp ens, 
hut nrobably quite light, ond insignificant in number. 
Tnrning to the Jananese fleet, we can definitely state 
that their anick-fire pieces were all supplied bv Fils- 
wiek.” The eeneral ennelusion from the shove is that 
less onick-fire wes employed in the battle than might he 
supposed: but the general bearing remains the same, 
namely, that Jananese cruisers, with a considerable 
vewer of onick-fire sttacked the Chinese armor-clad 
ships and ernisers with none. The Chinese had nower- 
ful Kroon enns in their primary batteries, and the few 
live shells they delivered home told tremendously. On 
the other hand, we have mentioned the fact of forr 
of the Jananese shins possessing en element of of 
fenee whieh, we think. forhade the Chinese from avail- 
ine themselves of their armored protection and heavy 
ordnance, as they micht otherwise have done—namely. 
a lone eur of great nower. The Akitsnschima. cruiser. 
end the Wasidate. Itsrkusima and Metsvchima coast 
defence shins. each nossessed one lore Canet 22 em. 
126 in. evn, which, excepting the British 110%4-ton 
and the Ttalinn 105-ten hreech-loading euns. is the most 
terrible evn afloat. Thoet the uns of the Tsi-Yven cot 
ont of order in the Valn ficht is aserthed to the fact 
that they were fired too rapidly. “When abont 30 
ronnds had been fired from the 15 em. Krunpn after gun 
the earriage went wrere, and the turning-rear of the 
two forward (21 em. Krupn) cuns hecame jammed, so 
that the platform eonld not be turned. The Jananese

did not receive much damage ftom them. Thinking he 


could do no more with his disabled guns, Captain Fong 
decided to withdraw, and he made the best of his way 
to Port Arthur, arriving there six hours before the rest 
of the fleet.” The Lai-Yuen is said to have suffered 
most from the fire. “She was completely gutted fore 
and aft, and only for the bravery of her Ist Lieutenant 
in leading his men to fight the flames in the face of 
almost certain death, was she saved. The armor deck 
and bulkheads about the magazine became almost red- 
hot. The 1st Lieutenant got badly burnt, but no doubt 
saved his ship. The other ships suffered more or less 
from fire and shot. The only torpedoes fired from either 
side during the action were fired by the one Chinese 
torpedo boat. On the Japanese side the Metsuchima’s 
big gun was disabled by a valve or piston in the hydrau- 
lic gear giving out, and.she lost 49 men by a shell burst- 
ing in her quick-firing battery, which also set off some 
ammunition and disabled a gunner. A shell burst in the 
ward-room of the Hiyei, killing three doctors. A _ shell 
cut the steam pipe from the boilers to capstan engine in 
the Akagi, killing five men, and ran the steam in boilers 
down to 45 pounds, rendering the ship helpless. This 
was because there was no cut-off between the boilers 
and the capstan engine. M. Weyl, in the “Yacht,” has 
written a most interesting article on the subject, which 
may be taken as Continental opinion. 


Defects have been discovered in the conning tower 
of the ram Katahdin, it is understood, which, while 
not of a serious character, are still bad enough to call 
for immediate attention on the. part of the Navy De- 
partment. These defects were first discovered while the 
ram was being towed from the Bath Iron Works, where 
she was built, to the Boston Navy Yard, where she 
was to be placed in dry dock to have her bottom 
cleaned preparatory to her preliminary trial trip. In at- 
tempting to look out through the slits of the tower, it was 
found that instead of the water being visible, only the 
sky could be seen. There are a large number of these 
slits a short distance apart around the tower, and two- 
thirds of them were found to be out of their proper 
alignment. It is not expected that it will be necessary 
to remove any of the 18-inch circular plates compos- 
ing the tower. What will probably be done will be 
to chisel away the metal around the slits, and thus 
remedy the defect. The work of altering the slits will 
not interfere, it is thought, with the preliminary trial 
trip of the vessel. The office of the Judge Advocate 
General is now preparing the instructions for the gov 
ernment of the Board, which will be ordered to con 
duct the trial. It has already advised the several 
bureaus of the Department and the contractors of the 
pay to be given to the men working the vessel dur- 
ing the trip: of the sleeping accommodations to be pro- 
vided for them, and that no allowance will be made 
for a tug to do duty on the trip. 


Thesouthern boundary line of Fort Adams, the Govern- 
ment reservation on Narragansett Bay, near Newport, is 
a matter of dispute, and is now before Judge Carpenter 
of the United States Cirenit Court, who has heard the 
case and holds it for decision. The Bicknell heirs, who 
own a large tract of land adjoining Fort Adams, claim 
that seventy years ago the Government established the 
line to which they now take exceptions, erecting upon it 
a stone wall, which has until recently, without question. 
heen accepted as the proper boundary between the land 
they sold to the Government and their own estate, the 
correctness of which the Government disputes. Only 
shout a quarter of an acre of land is involved, but as 
the property, which adjoins that of Commo. Morgan, 
has lately come into demand for summer residences, 
considerable money is at stake. 


St. Nicholas for February has an article by 8. G. W. 
Renjamin upon the “Last voyage of the Constitition.” 
which voyage took the noble old vessel from the Brook 
lvn Navy Yard to Portsmouth, where she lies with the 
rest of the old ships in a line called Rotten Row. Mr. 
Reniamin makes an appeal in the name of patriotism 
for the repair and preservation of the “Old Lronsides,” 
which would cost but a few thousand dollars. and nre- 
serve “the most famous ship in the history of the United 
States.” 


A STRANGB CASE. 

Private Job Armstrong, Troop K. ist Cavalry. was re- 
cently tried for disposing of 206 bottles of beer belonging to 
the Post Exchange without making return. and sen- 
tenced to be dishonorably discharged and with the usnal 
accompaniments in such cases.

AMERICANS IN JAPAN. 
Yokohama, Japan, Jan. 30, L805. 

The special war correspondent of “Che China Mail.” 
writing from Hiroshima, offers an explanation of the 
exodus of the foreign correspondents, or many of 
them, from the Japanese Army. Mr. J. Creclman, of 
“The New York World,” ascribes it to the horror oc- 
casioned by Japanese atrocities at Port Arthur. Dut he 
appears to be alone in this conclusion. The corre- 
spondent of the “Mail” suggests that Mr. Creelman is 
not familiar with the Japanese sword and its traditional 
doings. It is like the Soudanese, or, for that matter, 
like that carried by the Knights of the Cross in the 
“holy wars,” in that it may at one blow take off a 
head or lay a body in halves; and as usual with such 
weapons, the bearer is seldom content to let one of these 
terrible blows suflice, but must needs inflict a dozen on 
his victim. That fully accounts for nine-tenths of the 
bodies that~-we saw in Port Arthur. The remaining 
tenth were deliberately mutilated in imitation of the 
nameless barbarities perpetrated by the Chinese on the 
few Japanese who fell into their hands. 

The other correspondents at Port Arthur were Mr. A. 
B. de Guerville, of the “New York Herald,” who is a 
lecturer rather than a journalist; Mr. Hart, Reuter’s 
correspondent, an Irishman, formerly an artillery officer 
in the British Army; M. de Laguerie, of the “‘Tempa:” 
Mr. Villiers, of “Black and White” and the “Standard” 
and the correspondent of the “China Mail.” 

There were several new arrivals after Port Arthur fell. 
Mr. Smith, lately of Honolulu, representing the “San 
Francisco Chronicle,” is now at Port Arthur; two 
French artists, one of whom represents the “Figaro,” 
with the Third Army; Mr. Davidson, who takes the 
place of Mr. Guerville, and Mr. Ward, who has arrived 
to apply for permission in behalf of the “all Mall.” 
Mr. Ward was one of the very few who witnessed the 
France-Siamese War of 1893, and he has travelled a 
good deal in the Far Hast. 

There is only one foreign correspondent in Man- 
churia, Dr. M. E. Paul, son of Mr. Kegan Paul, the 
well-known London publisher. Dr. Paul speaks Jap- 
anese well (as none of the other correspondents do) and 
represents the ‘““Times.” 

Vhatever may be said as to Port Arthur by some of 
these correspondents, every one here feels that Mr. Creel- 
man’s story is true—especially those who have seen Mr. 
Villiers’ kodac pictures taken at Port Arthur. Both 
gentlemen were here and both told the same story. The 
Japanese Gevernment has been obliged to acknowledge 
its substantial truth. It is not surprising, for though the 
higher classes of Japanese are cultivated and trying 
hard to be civilized, the lower people are still savages 
at heart. Their sweet ways are only an outside garment. 

We Americans all feel ratheranxious about the visit of 
the Chinese peace envoys. They are to land at Kobe 
to-day. It is to be hoped that nothing will happen to 
them. Between war, earthquakes and fires we live in 
much excitement just now. The earthquakes have been 
worse this year than ever, and there have been many 
fires. Besides the people are not as pleasant to us as 
formerly, and if the treaty between Japan and the 
United States is signed 1 think we shail all be in con- 
stant danger. Our Consul General is the only safety 
we have at present, and if his power is taken from 
we shall indeed be forlorn.

For his conspicuous gallantry 
on this occasion he was recommended for a medal of honor 
by Gen. Eugene A. Carr, who was a witness of his bravery. 
Hie was in every sense a gailant and efficient soldier. He 
knew no fear, and there were no difficulties too great for 
him to patoueee to surmount. His untimely death has de- 
prived the regiment and the Army of a model soldier.”

IIUNTING LEAVES.--The foilowing is republished: Tost 
commanders have authority under par. 58, A. R., to grant 
permission to officers to be absent not to exceed sever 
days for the purpose of hunting. Absence to hunt should be 
granted in the words of A. R. 58, to wit, “‘Permission te 
hunt.” A “hunting leave of absence” is held by the ac:

PRACTICE AND DISCIPLINE. 


Hot Springs, Ark., Feb. 13, 1895. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

An item has appeared several times in recent papers 
to the effect that an effort was being made to change 
the rifle practice regulations to exclude officers from 
competition on the ground that it was prejudicial to dis- 
cipline for officers and men to shoot side by side, be- 
eavse it breeds an undue familiarity. Although noticing 
such comments savors largely of “tilting at windmills, 
I cannot but protest, for my own part, at the inference 
which will be drawn by many, especially in civil life, 
that army officers are in constant dread of the instabil- 
ity of their authority over enlisted men, and constantly 
apprehensive of what they fear may be undue familiar- 
ity on their part. Unfortunately there are enough cases 
of officers who forget that “A man’s a man for a 
that’’—he may be an enlisted soldier, to give some color 
to this theory; the large majority, however, are not wor- 
tying themselves about their authority and the respect 
due their position. Like many others, I have many 
times, on scouting, hunting, or other similar trips, been 
alone with my men, sleeping and eating in the same 
tent, and at the same fire, and never found it necessary 
to place myself on the plane of exclusion deemed neces- 
siry by some, and yet I cannot recollect any case of one 
of the men presuming on such association to “bone fa- 
wiliarity, or take other advantage to the impairment of 
military discipline. There is a reason, however, why of- 
ficers should not compete with enlisted men for places 
on the teams and for medals, and that is that men often 
feel, and sometimes with reason, that the officer has an 
advantage over them in opportunity for additional prac- 
tite, and for taking that practice and firing for record, 
ut the times most favorable for good results, while the 
cnlisted man usually has to practice willy-nilly when his 
tame comes in order on the list. I do not think that 
the respect of an enlisted man for his officer is impaired 
by knowing that the latter is a good shot, and able to 
practically show him on the range how to hit and score. 
| therefore think that officers should still be required to 
shoot with their companies, but that his record should 
net be counted in any case where it comes in competi- 
tion with those of his men. If any oflicer cannot so as- 
soviate with his men without losing his grip on their re- 
spect, it seems to me that he is in the wrong place, and 
should seek another job.

Referring to the death, Feb. 13, at Louisville, Ky., 
of Mrs. Ellen Gwathmey Fry, widow of Gen. Carey 
li. Fry, U. S. A. (reported in the Army and Navy 
Journal of Feb. 16), the Louisville “Courier-Journal” 
says: “Mrs. Fry's family was an_ illustrious one. 
She was a granddaughter of Capt. John Clark, a hero 
of the Revolutionary War, who had five sons, who 
were commissioned officers in the Continental Army, 
and three daughters, who all married Army oflicers. 
One of these daughters was Miss Ann Clark, who mar 
ried Owen Gwathmey. Gwathmey was one of the 
earliest settlers of Kentucky, having moved to this 
State a short time after the war of the Revolution 
was ended. George Gwathmey, Mrs. Fry’s father, was 
his son. Mrs. Fry's mother was, before her marriage, 
Miss Sophia Garret, and was one of the most beauti- 
ful women of the State. After her marriage to Mr. 
Gwathmey, her home was the scene of some of the 
most brilliant social events in the history of the city. 
In these Miss Gwathmey was the central figure, and 
her fame as a charming entertainer soon spread 
through the State. In 1854 Miss Gwathmey was mar- 
ried to Gen. Cary Fry, a hero of the Mexican and Civil 
wars, who died in California in 1873. His remains 
were brought back to Kentucky and interred at Frank- 
fort with military honors. No children were born of 
this marriage. 

Although not unexpected, the death of Col. James 
Porter Martin, Assistant Adjutant General U. 8S. - 
at Chicago on Feb. 19, brought sorrow to a large circle 
of relatives and friends, for the deceased officer was 
very popular. He had been sick for some time, and off 
duty at the Headquarters Department of the Missouri 
since Jan. 10 last. The deceased officer was a Kentuck- 
ian, born Sept. 27, 1836, entered the Military Academy 
in 1855, was graduated in 1860, and promoted to the 6th 
Inf., soon afterwards transferred to the 7th Inf., and 
promoted Ist Lieutenant May 14, 1861. In 1862 he was 
Assistant Adjutant General of Cavalry, Army of the 
Potomac, was Assistant Aide de Camp to Gen. Me- 
Clellan from September to November, 1862, and to Gen. 
Heintzelman from November, 1862, to February, 1863. 
During this service he was present and did gallant serv- 
ice at all the battles of the campaigns. In January, 
1863, he was promoted Captain 7th Inf., and in the fol- 
lowing July received the brevet of Major for his gallan- 
try at Gettysburg. At the close of the war he received 
the brevet of Lieutenant Colonel. In 1869 he was ap- 
pointed to the Adjutant General's Department with the 
rank of Major, and promoted Lieutenant Colonel in 





1887. In 1864 he married Miss Alice Baron, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., who survives him, with one daughter. Due 


honors were paid to the remains at Chicago, and then 
they were taken to Louisville for final interment. 


Lieut. Fremont VP. Peck, Ordnance Department, U. 8S. 
A., an able young officer, marked in his profession, was 
killed at the U. S. Proving Ground, Sandy Hook, N. J., 
by the bursting of the breech of a Hotchkiss gun, on the 
afternoon of Feb. 19. Lieut. Peck was in charge of the 
gun, and was standing close to it when it was fired. 
Fragments of the broken breech struck him on the face 
and neck, inflicting terrible injuries, from which he died 
an few minutes later. Sergt. John Thorp, Ordnance 
Corps, was struck on the leg, but the injury is not 
serious. In view of the number of officers and men who 
were near, it is wonderful that others were not killed 
outright or seriously hurt. Capt. Frank Heath, Com- 
mandant of the Proving Grounds, and Maj. Frank H. 
Phipps, President of the Ordnance Board, were in the 
group who stood about watching the test, but they for- 
tunately escaped without a scratch. The gun which was 
being tested was one of the 4.7-inch Hotchkiss rapid 
firers. Lieut. Peck was directing the firing, and when 
the order was given to fire stood with Sergt. Thorp di- 
rectly behind the gun. The first two rounds were fired 
without any unusual occurrence. At the third discharge, 
however, instead of the sharp metallic report, which is 
usual, there was an entirely different sound, and the of- 
ficers in the rear saw fragments of metal hurled in every 
direction with great force. A second later they saw that 
the breech of the gun had been demolished and that 
Lieut. Peck and Sergt. Thorp were lying on the ground 
behind the gun. The Sergeant sprang to his feet, but 
the Lieutenant lay still. They rushed to his side and 
raised him. He was terribly wounded about the face 
and body, and it was evident he could not live. He was 
carried*to the nearest building, and in fifteen minutes 
he was dead. Lieut. Peck was a native of New York, 
entered in the Military Academy in 1883, was graduated 
in 1887, promoted to the artillery and transferred to the 
Ordnance Department in 1891. Lieut. Peck was regard- 
ed as a most valuable officer, and the news of his death 
in such a manner has been received with deep sorrow, 
especially at Governor's Island, where Maj. Gen. Miles 
and others speak of him in the highest terms. The 
funeral ceremonies took place there Feb. 21 with full 
military honors, after which the remains were taken to 
Stone Mills, N. Y., for interment. 

The accident was the first serious one which has oc- 
eurred at Sandy Hook since 1886. On Oct. 21 of that 
year, a 12-inch shell burst accidentally, while being filled 
for a test. Lieut. William M. Medcalfe, Ordnance De- 
partment, U. S.A.,and Private Joseph King were instant- 
ly killed, and several other soldiers were injured. The 
shell exploded in almost exactly the same spot where the 
Hotchkiss gun burst this week. 


Washington, Feb. 19, 1895, 

To the Officers of the Adjutant General’s Department: 

Lieut. Col. James P. Martin, of our Department, is 
dead! He departed this life at 9:55 o’clock this morning 
at his station, the Headquarters of the Department of 
the Missouri, Chicago, Ill. Though he had been suffer- 
ing from a somewhat prolonged illness, the intelligence 
comes to the Corps with all the rudeness of shock. 

Lieut. Col. Martin was appointed from Kentucky to 
the U. S. Military Academy in 1855, and was graduated 
from that institution and commissioned in the Infantry 
in 1860. From his station in California, he came in 
1861 to the scene of active operations in the Army of 





the Potomac. He served as Acting Adjutant General 
for the Cavalry of that Army, on the Peninsula; as Act- 
ing Aide-de-Camp to Maj. Gen. McClellan in the Mary- 
land campaign; as Acting Aide-de-Camp to Maj. Gen. 
Heintzelman; commanding the Department of Wash- 
ington; later, as Captain, in command of his company 
on the Rappahannock and in the Pennsylvania cam- 
paign; as Acting Adjutant General, 2d Division, 5th 
Corps, in the suppression of the Draft Riots in New 
York City, and on the Rappahannock and during the 
Mine Run operations; and as Acting Adjutant General 
of the Cavalry Bureau at Washington. He was en 
gaged in the siege of Yorktown, the battles of Williams- 
burg, Gaines’ Mill, Malvern Hill, South Mountain, An- 
tietam, Gettysburg, and the combat of Rappahannock 
Station. 

He received the brevet of Major “for gallant and 
meritorious services in the battle of Gettysburg,” and 
Lieutenant Colonel “for faithful and meritorious serv- 
ices, 

Appointed an Assistant Adjutant General with the 
rank of Major on April 10, 1869, and promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant Colonel, Feb, 28, 1887, he has served 
as the Adjutant General of the Department of the Cum- 
berland, twice of the Department of Arizona, twice of 
the Department of Texas, of the Department of the 
latte, of the Department of the Missouri, at Head- 
quarters of the Recruiting Service, and in the office of 
the Adjutant General of the Army, with marked ability. 

A gallant soldier, an efficient officer, a genial, hospit- 
able and generous-hearted comrade, leaves to us kindly 
memories, 

As a mark of respect, the officers of the Adjutant 
General’s Department will wear the usual badges of 
mourning upon the left arm and the sword hilt for the 
period of thirty days. 

The interment will take place in Arlington on the 
afternoon of Washington’s Birthday. The officers of 
the Department on duty in this city, in uniform, over- 
coats and sidearms, will attend the obsequies.

THE CHINESB AS SOLDIERS. 


The battle of Port Arthur developed one fact about land 
forts. The Chinese made a great mistake in mounting too 
many heavy guns. These guus took up a great deal of room 
and could not be loaded, trained and fired quickly. Had 
there been a large number of small, rapid-fire cannon the 
Japanese attack might have been checked for a while. Our 
small mountain battery did much more damage than the 
great Armstrong and Krupp rifles of the enemy. 

Most of our loss was occasioned by machine guns. Be- 
sides, the Chinese did not seem to understand that a land 
fort cannot depend ow on its guns, but must have a 
large force of infantry. The garrisons were yery small. 
We could seem them and almost count them as they re- 
treated. At Isuyama the Chinese stuck to their guns in 
the first fort, and about 25—I counted them—died at their 
posts. But everywhere else the enemy fled from the forts 
when the assault was pressed hard by the infantry. 

There is something strange about the Japanese Army, 
something that marks its soldiers off from those of any 
other country. They march without flags; they march with- 
out music. They awake without the reveille, go to their 
meals and retire at night without the bugle. 

The moment the Chinese are attacked on their flanks they 
seem to lose all idea of fighting. It was so at Pingyang, 
and it was also to a great extent so at the big naval battle 
in the Yellow Sea,

Rumors of cabinet reorganization are rife just now, 
and the latest official to be discussed in conneétion with 
a change to another office is Secretary Lamont. Ac- 
cording to these rumors the Secretary is to succeed Sec- 
retary Carlisle in case the latter official is appointed to 
the Supreme Bench. While Secretary Lamont would 
undoubtedly make an excellent Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, it is extremely doubtful if he will leave his pres- 
ent portfolio. 


There are strong reasons for believing that the Presi- 
dent will appoint a Brigadier General before the re- 
tirement of Lieutenant General Schofield, notwithstand- 
ing the reports to the contrary, which have been re- 
cently circulated. It has been said that the President 
feels that Congress committed an oversight in permit- 
ting an increase of general officers when the grade of 
Lieutenant General was revived, and that he has de- 
termined to remedy it by not making an appointment 
until the retirement of Lieutenant General Schofield 
next September. This, however, is a mere theory and 
a bad one at that, because it was well known that there 
would follow an appointment of a Brigadier General 
upon the promotion of General Schofield. It is, of 
course, possible that no appointment will be made, but 
reliable information hasit that the nomination will soon be 
sent into the Senate, and that Col. Zenas R. Bliss, 24th 
Inf., will be the fortunate officer.

It is the universal belief at the War Department tha; 
now that the Senate has disposed of the Japaney 
treaty, the Japanese Government will permit the rm 
ports of Lieut. O’Brien, engaged in witnessing military 
operations in the east, to reach their destination. Theg 
reports have been held up in the Japanese Post Offic, 
and despite the strenuous efforts of Minister Dun, a 
tokio, none of them has been allowed to go through, 
Nothing has been received in the United States froy 
Lieut. O’Brien, except some private letters, the cop. 
tents of which describe in part the scenes attendant 
upon and after the battle of Port Arthur. It was feared 
by the Japanese Government, it is said, that Lieut 
O’Brien’s report made some reference to barbarities 4)- 
leged to have been displayed by the Japanese soldier 
after the capture of this stronghold, and fearing the ef. 
fect of an official document upon the Senate, it decided 
to hold the reports up until thetreaty was finally disposed 
of. It is believed that just as soon as the treaty is re 
ceived in Japan in the next week or so, Lieut. UO’ Brieu's 
report will be at once transmitted to the State Depart- 
ment through Minister Dun, and by it turned over to 
the War Department. 

Secretary Lamont has directed Maj. J. N. Burming. 
ham, General Treasurer of National and State Homes 
for Volunteer soldiers, to hereafter send in his quar. 
terly vouchers to the War Department within 20 days 
after the expiration of a quarter. Major Burmingham 
has considered 60 days ample time in which to comply 
with this regulation of the Department, and up to the 
passage of the Dockery law he was allowed this period. 
When the Dockery law went into effect he still thought 
that he had 60 days, and when he was informed tha 
the Department construed the law to mean “within 
days,” he raised objection. He came to Washington and 
had a personal conference on Tuesday last with the Sec 
retary and Inspector General Breckinridge, and he thea 
received the directions stated above. It is said tha 
Major Burmingham is now several million dollars be 
hind in his vouchers. Through the efforts of the In 
spector General’s Department this sum was reduced 
from more than seven millions to its present figures. 


Telephonic commumeation with Indian Head, the 
Naval Proving Ground, thirty miles below Washington, 
Was temporarily interrupted by the late storm and the 
otticers and their wives and about fifty employees were 
isolated from the rest of the world. Messages were ex 
changed between the Ordnance Bureau at the Navy 
Department and the imprisoned people, and it 
was learned that though helpless, they had plenty of 
provisions and fuel for a long siege. ‘The little commv- 
nity is apparently in excellent spirits, and as the Prov- 
ing Grounds in the hollow-below the settlement are 
several feet under the snow, advantage was taken 
of the opportunity for considerable social gayety. The 
completion of the battleships will be delayed by the fail- 
ure to test a lot of armor intended for them, which is 
at the Washington Navy Yard awaiting transportation 
to the Proving Ground. Communication with the 
grounds has been re-established, and arrangements for 
the test of Carnegie’s experimental fourteen-inch plate 
ure well under way. The Journal has already described 
the special characteristics of this plate. Capt. Sampson 
expects the trial will occur the latter part of the present 
week. 


The odious retained pay feature of the Army will 
soon be a thing of the past. The Army Appropriation 
bill, which has just become a law, contained a pro 
vision repealing so much of the act of June 15, 188, 
as directs that four dollars a month be retained from 
the pay of the enlisted men for the first year’s service. 
As soon as a certified copy of the law reaches the War 
Department, it is understood that instructions will be 
given to the Paymasters directing them to withhold this 
pay only up to the date of the approval of the appropriation 
act. Thereafter no more retentions of aportion of pay ul 
der the act referred to will be allowed. One of the 
questions arising as a result of placing the law on the 
statute books was the disposition of nearly $750,000 of 
retained pay, which the Paymaster General now has 
on hand. It was decided that the payment of this suv 
should not be made until the discharge of the soldier 
to whom the money is due. 


Lieut. Gen. John M. Schofield desires to express to the 
press of the United States, through the columns of the 
Journal, his thanks for the uniform courtesy with which 
they discussed the joint resolution of Congress elevating 
him to his present rank. For the first time in many year 
Army orders were issued on Friday last “by command 
of the Lieutenant General.” The last preceding ove 
with that legend appeared on May 31, 1888, being 
signed by Lieutenant General Sheridan, then on his 
deathbed. Lieutenant General Sheridan was elevated 
to the rank of General shortly before his death, on Aug: 
4, 1888. General Schofield took command of the Army 
with the title of Major General commanding the Army 
on the 6th of August, two days later. 
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GEORGE WASHINGTON. 

The celebration this week of the birthday of George 
Washington calls to mind the publication in London 
within the year of a work on Washington by an English 
author, Lieut. Col. Cooper King, F. G. 8., which is 
so eulogistic as to subject its author to the criticism of 
the “United Service Magazine,” because of alleged un- 
due partiality toward the subject of his memoir. Writ- 
ing a8 an English officer, he is, we are told, too Amer- 
ican for strict justice. He draws his information too 
exclusively from American sources, and when he oc- 
casionally refers to an English authority, it is, as our 
contemporary complains, “to establish more effectu- 
ally some fact damning the English side.” He dwells 
upon the blunders of the English Government and the 
English Generals; he blames his countrymen for employ- 
ing “Indian savages, renegades and German mercenaries, 
bought at so much per head, to fight men of their own 
blood and race,” and, failing in this, for employing 
“the meanest of all resources—treacherous negotiations 
and bribery—to win the end they had not reached by 
arms.” 

All this may be displeasing to an English critic, but 
it gives proof to Americans of the fairness of Colonel 
King, and they will scarcely accept the conclusions of 
the magazine that in his criticisms upon Andre he has 
imported into his narrative “the passions of the mo- 
ment as they were naturally excited in the minds of 
those who were engaged in the struggle against the home 
country.” It should rather be said that Colonel King 
has had the fairness to exclude from his work the pas- 
sions and bitter and unmanly prejudices of English 
writers, contemporary with Washington, who could 
find no good in a man who had brought England to hu- 
miliation. 

No doubt, as Colonel King himself shows, the inca- 
pacity of the blundering English generals, and the great 
personality of Washington himself, were controlling fac- 
tors in the success of the American Revolution, but this 
diminishes naught of the fame of Washington. He lived 
in a great period, of which he may indeed be said to 
have been the creator. As John Quincy Adams has so 
well said, “Among the felicities of Washington's life is 
the unity of the two great objects which he had to pur- 
sue: first, the war of independence, and, secondly, the 
establishment of the Constitution of the United States. 
There is the unity of a Grecian drama in both of them 
a tragedy and a comedy. No reputation of a great man 
can be acquired but by the accomplishment of some 
great object. But, perhaps, fortune is the great fur- 
nisher of occasions. The Revolutionary age and the 
Constituent age were the times for great men; the ad- 
ministrative age is an age of small men and small 
things’—a truth of which we are finding new proof in 
this year, which witnesses the celebration of the one 
hundred and sixty-third anniversary of Washington's 
birth. 

Adams declared sixty-three years ago that the feder 
ative Union was already in the sere and yellow leaf, and 
would not last for twenty years, and he doubted its con- 
tinuance for five years. Meanwhile we have had the 
reawakening of another Revolutionary and Constituent 
age, with their heroes and great men, and the Union 
has taken upon itself a new lease of life. Let us hope 
that it will survive the present administrative age of 
small men without demanding another revolution to 
awaken the latent patriotism of the people, and bring 
again into power those with whom country is first and 
selfish interest last and least. 


The British and French Governments are paying quite 
a compliment to our Navy and to Engineer-in-Chief 
Melville by building vessels of the triple-screw type. 
The British naval programme for this year includes 
the construction of four improved Blenheims, the Blen- 
heim being a sister ship to the armored cruiser Blake, 
which took part in our naval review in 1893. The 
French naval authorities are also about to build two 
“croiseurs corsaire.”” The French vessels are to have 
triple screws, to be of a displacement of from 8,500 to 
8,800 tons, with 26,000 horse power, which, it is esti- 
mated will give them a speed of 23 knots, which is 
about the maximum attained by the American com- 
merece destroyers. The British vessels will be smaller 
than the French craft, about 26 feet shorter, and with 
1,000 less horse power, and the. calculated speed is 22 
knots, 


ACTING INSPECTOR GENERALS. 

It is understood to be the present purpose of Secre- 
tary Lamont to abolish the Acting Inspector Generals, 
and is the result of his consideration of the question 
of reducing the mileage of officers of the Inspector Gen- 
eral’s Department. The corps will be reduced to the 
number allowed by law—seven, including the Inspector 
General. Secretary Lamont has not yet definitely set- 
tled’ the lines for the districts for the Inspector Gen- 
erals to cover, which was exclusively referred to in last 
week’s journal. He is, however, busily working on 
this matter. As one of the results of the Secretary’s 
plan, if it is finally adopted, two officers will return to 
duty with their regiments, and two will be assigned to 
duty in their own departments. Lieut. Col. E. Miles, 
20th Inf., stationed at the headquarters of the Depart- 
ment of California, and Maj. J. M. Hamilton, Ist Cav., 
stationed at Omaha, Neb., will be relieved from duty 
at their present stations and go to their respective com- 
mands. Maj. J. B. Babcock and Lieut. Col. W. J. 
Volkmar, both of the Adjutant General's Department, 
ever since their detachment from duty as Assistant Ad- 
jutant Generals, on duty at the War Department, have 
been acting as Inspector Generals. Just where they 
will be assigned to duty as Assistant Adjutant Generals 
is not known. 

The scheme of reducing the mileage expenses of 
the Army is more comprehensive than at first it ap- 
pears to be, and besides affecting the Inspector Gen- 
eral’s Department, it touches the Subsistence, Pay, 
Quartermaster’s and Medical departments, and at the 
same time increases the duties of the Inspector General. 
For instance, an Inspector General, stationed at Gov- 
ernor’s Island, who has been ordered by the General 
commanding the Army to inspect troops at Tampa, 
Fla., will also make an inspection of matters pertaining 
to the several Army departments, thus saving the mile- 
age expenses of the chief Quartermaster, the chief medi- 
cal officer, the chief Paymaster and the chief Commis- 
sary, who would, under the present regulations, now 
make the inspections. It has been pointed out to the 
Secretary that in some cases technical knowledge of the 
matter to be inspected will be necessary, and that the 
Inspector General would therefore not be fitted to in- 
quire into it. Those interested, however, point out that 
in such cases the necessary instructions can be issued 
to the chief officer. In ordinary cases the Inspector 
General will probably be directed to perform the work. 

The Army is keeping well within the limits of the 
mileage appropriation. For the present fiscal year $140,- 
OOO was appropriated, three-fifths of which was for the 
first six months of the fischl year, and ‘ialf of the re- 
mainder to be spent during the following quarters. Ac- 
cording to reports which have reached the War De- 
partment, the amount spent for mileage approximated 
less than $80,000, thus showing a saving for the six 
mouths of more than $4,000. 

There seems to be no disposition on the part of the 
War Department to recommend any appointments to the 
Quartermaster General’s Department, and ihe impres- 
sion is gaining ground that the President will make 
none until he is certain what action Congress will take 
upon the Secretary’s recommendation looking to the 
consolidation of the Quartermaster’s, Pay and Subsist- 
ence departments. It therefore looks as though recess 
appointments will be made, and that the successful 
oftlicers will have to be confirmed by the next Congress. 
One of the candidates who is coming to the front rapid- 
ly is Ist Lieut. Join T. Heard, 3d Cav., who is sta- 
tioned at Fort Ethan Allen. Lieut. Heard has a splen- 
did record. He has spent much of his Army life on the 
frontier, and has seen hard service. His friends are 
doing what they can to help him secure the appointment. 


In reply to a resolution of the Senate, Secretary Her- 
bert has furnished a statement of the price paid by us for 
armor plate as compared with that paid by other na- 
tions. The prices are as follows: Plain armor, United 
States, $490 a ton for the lower limit, $600 for the up- 
per limit; England, $413 and $418. Nickel armor, Uni- 
ted States, lower limit, $500, upper limit, $575, special. 
$600 to $725; France, $444 for lower limit, $463 for upper 
limit. Harveyized armor, United States, $561.60 to $636.- 
GO; England, $501 to $526; France, $521 to540. Lower prices 
are made in England and France for the foreign trade, a 
practice not wholly unknown in this country, for you 
can buy a piano in New York sent on board a ship for 
export at a much less price than you would pay for the 
same instrument if sent to your own house. The Secre- 
tary says: “The first armor contract which was made 
with the Bethlehem Iron Company on June 1, 1887, was 
for 6,702.6 tons of simple steel armor. It was graded into 
exhibits varying in price from $490 to $600 a ton, ac- 
cording to the difficulty of manufacture. The nickel- 
steel armor made in this country contains 3.25 per cent. 
nickel; that made abroad contains from 2 to 2.5 per cent. 
It follows that not only is the actual cost of the nickel 
40 per cent. less, but the manufacture is less expensive, 
so far as the greater ease of machining is concerned. 
In England very little nickel-steel armor is made.” The 
prices paid for armor here are positively known; those 
paid abroad can only be approximated. The compound 
armor purchased at Sheffield, England, for the U. 8S. 8. 
Miantonomoh cost $535 a ton. 


The cap question has returned to the point from which 
it started. The War Department has come to the con- 
clusion that none of the samples submitted is worthy of 
further examination, and that the whole matter will 
have to be gone over again. The samples tested had 
various objections, and the Quartermaster General and 
the Secretary could find no way apparently to obviate 





them. The chances are that the type of cap now in 
service will be retained as the headgear of the Army 
for some time to come. The authorities have not de- 
spaired that they will be unable to obtain a suitable 
style, and will continue their efforts until they are. suc- 
cessful. Numerous complaints have reached the War 
Department of the unsuitability of the style of blouse 
now in use, but as yet no serious consideration with a 
view to making changes has been given to the matter. 
There will undoubtedly be some alterations made, but 
this is altogether a matter of the future and will prob- 
ably not be taken up for some time. The authorities dis- 
claim any present intention of altering the dress cout awl 
overcoat, as has been stated although they will undoubted- 
ly consider the matter, if any great improvements were to 
be suggested. We hope that “Poverty,” who wrote to 
us about this subject, will find enough information in 
the answer to “throw some of the caps he has on hand 
on the police pile.” 


Another week has passed without action by the House 
Committee on Rules on the request for a day for the con- 
sideration of the Navy Personnel bill, and though there 
is little doubt that the bill would pass the House if a 
day should be assigned for its consideration with a pro- 
vision for cloture, the time is now so short before the 
adjournment of Congress that there is little chance of 
the measure being enacted into law. The same thing is 
true of the bill for the reorganization of the Army, ana 
there has been practically nothing accomplished in the 
direction of the reorganization of the two services )e- 
yond the drawing up of bills for that purpose. The 
committees have done much work, however, that will be 
of service to future Congresses, and it is the intention 
of the friends of both measures, if they should fail in the 
present Congress, as now seems almost inevitable, to bring 
them forward at the very beginning of the next Con- 
gress and attempt to get them through during the first 
session. 


Gen. Schofield has decided that the privilege of detail- 
ing enlisted men for special duty in garrisons does not 
warrant their employment in taking care of stoves and 
hot-air furnaces. Sometimes such details are ordered 
in connection with the care of heating plants. These 
duties will in future be performed by men who are se- 
lected to take care of the barracks each day The custom 
has been to appoint a different man each day to look 
after the lamp chimneys, lamps and stoves of the bar- 
racks. 


The high officials of the Army have been splitting 
hairs over a question in which every commanding of- 
ficer of a company, as well as the personnel of the or- 
ganization itself is interested. The question came up as 
a result of the payment to Cornelius A. Elder, Private, 
Battery I, 4th Art., of $63.38 retained pay, which the 
l’aymaster General afterwards held to be incorrect, and 
charged this amount against the pay of Capt. Con- 
stantine Chase, the commanding officer of Battery I. 

Private Elder was discharged on account of disability 
shown by “Surgeon's certificate of disability,” and the 
final statements of the soldier failed to show that such 
disability was on account of disease caused by his own 
misconduct. The Paymaster General held that Capt. 
Chase should return the money to the Treasury on ac- 
count of his failure to certify the final statements of 
Private Elder, as he had done on the certificate of dis- 
ability for discharge, to wit.: That the cause of dis- 
charge was “chronic ulceration of pharnyx, due to syphi- 
litic infection,” as stated by the Post Surgeon, instead 
of stating “is now discharged by reason of disability,’ 
thereby misleading the Paymaster, and causing the pay 
ment to Private Elder of the amount mentioned, which 
under the law, was forfeited by his own misconduct. 
The papers in the case included endorsements of Col. 
Closson, 4th Art.; Maj. Gen. Howard, Judge Advocate 
Gen. G. Norman Lieber, Adjt. Gen. Ruggles, and Hon. 
Joseph Doe, all recommending a removal of the charge 
from Capt. Chase’s account. Opposed to these distin- 
guished officials, and holding that the charge should be 
maintained, were Surg. Gen. Sternberg, Paymaster Gen. 
Smith, Maj. James K. Carson, Medical Department, 
and Maj. Gen. Schofield, commanding the Army. 

The question was referred to Col. Mansur, Assistant 
Comptroller, and he gives as his opinion that the better 
logic is with the Paymaster General and the General 
commanding. He holds Capt. Chase responsible, and 
sustains the action of the Paymaster General in charg- 
ing the amount disbursed to Private Elder to the ac- 
count of Capt. Chase. His decision reads: 

“Capt. Chase did know the physical condition of 
Elder, and the cause of it, because, in making out the 
certificate of disability for discharge, he stated and cer- 
tified therein that the cause of discharge was’ chronic 
ulceration of pharnyx due to syphilitic infection,’ (con- 
stitutional syphilis, not incurred in line of duty, as 
stated by Post Surgeon.) 

“Afterwards when he came to make out the final 
statements, instead of using the same language as he 
should have done, he carelessly or negligently uses this 


other language, ‘‘s now discharged by reason of Sur- 
geon’s certificate of disability.’ This statement concealed 
the cause of the discharge. Had Capt. Chase used the 
same language in the final statements that he did in the 
certificate of disability for discharge, the real cause for 
the discharge of Elder would not have been concealed, 
as it was by the language be did use, and the Pay- 
master’s attention would at once have been called to 
Army Regulations 1508 and 1519, and the Government 
would have saved the amount of retained pay _~ 
which is now lost to the Government, as stated y the . 
Capt. Chase.”

VARIOUR NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U. S. ram Katahdin, which is under construc- 
tion at Bath, Me., it is expected will be ready for her 
preliminary trial about March 5. 

The U. S. moniter Amphitrite it is expected will be 
commissioned about Feb. 28, and Capt. Frank Wildes, 
it is said, is to command her. 

U. S. Navy Regulation Circular 14, Navy Department, 
Jan. 12, 1895, publishes a number of amendments to the 
various articles in the regulations. 

The monitor Puritan, which is undergoing her fin- 
ishing touches at the Navy Yard, New York, is rapidly 
nearing completion, and will be ready for launching in 
the near future. The last two plates of her 14%-inch 
urmor were lifted into position this week. 

“On the morning of Peb. 14,” says the Norfolk “Land- 
mark,” “the Master-at-Arms of the U. S. S. Columbia 
caught Theophilus Olson smuggling whiskey on the 
ship. The man was searched and nine pints of whis- 
key were taken from his person and contiscated, This 
is Olson's second offense, he having been caught last 
week in the same kind of an act. He was fired out of 
the gate in the yard in short order.” 

The transfer of the flag of Rear Admiral Meade a 
few days ago from the New York to the Raleigh gave 
rise to a great deal of absurd gossip, to the effect that 
there had been trouble between him and Captain 
vans, and it was for this reason that he had left 
the New York. Of course, there was nothing in it. It 
was the old story of an attempt to make a sensation 
out of absolutely nothing. The only reason for the 
transfer was that measles appeared on the New York, 
vnd she was held at quarantine at St. Thomas for a 
few days. The disease was of a very mild character. 

{t is only fair to state in connection with the recent 
run of the U. S. S. Philadelphia from San Francisco 
to Honolulu, wherein it has been announced she was 
beaten 24 hours by the steamer Australia, with 24 
hours start, that the cruiser, not having been docked 
for some months, her bottom was foul, which, of 
course, greatly retarded her speed. She also experi- 
enced heavy weather, and her coal was very bad. 
The Australia has had the advantage of keeping up a 
steady run on her regular trips, which lessens the 
chance of marine growth to accumulate. The San 
Francisco, laying around at anchor for some four 
months, was bound to get a very foul bottom. 


The Majestic was laid down at Portsmouth on Feb. 
4, 1804, was floated out of dock on Thursday, thus hav- 
ing been built to a displacement of 7,300 tons within 
five days less than a year. The christening ceremony 
was performed by Princess Louise, Marchioness of 
Lorne, who was accompanied by Princess Henry of Bat- 
tenberg, and the operation of floating out the huge bat- 
tleship was accomplished with ease, and evoked much 
enthusiasm from the large body of spectators who wit- 
nessed the operation. 


The Piraeus is to be the headquarters of the Russian 
Mediterranean Fleet during the present year. 


The German military authorities have decided to apply 
to Parliament for a special grant for the training of 
despatch bearers in the army. During the Franco- 
trerman War the want of reliable despatch bearers was 
much felt, and since then it has been the aim of the 
War Office to improve this part of the service. 


Some French cruisers have, according to the London 
Times,” lately been giving unsatisfactory results at 
their trials. The  Latouche-Tréville—4660  tons—an 
armored cruiser, has been built upon plans prepared by 
the French Admiralty, but it was discovered that her 
boilers would not stand the forced draught pressure con- 
templated. Accordingly many modifications were intro- 
duced, and she was fitted for her new trials at Cher- 
bourg this month. In the preliminary trials, however, 
she failed to develop more than 6400 horse power, in- 
stead of the SOOU-horse power anticipated, and, at the 
same time, the heat in the stokeholds became unbear- 
able. She has therefore been docked afresh for further 
alterations. There are unsatisfactory reports also of the 
Chanzy, at Rochefort. Of smaller, unarmored cruisers, 
the Fleurus, which was expected to join the Northern 
Channel Squadron, has recently turned out so unfort- 
unately that she has been placed in the second category 
of the reserve at Cherbourg. Small defects had ap- 
peared in her earlier trials, but it was hoped these had 
been made good. However, after a four hours’ run at 
Cherbourg, during the present month, with 4000-horse 
power, her aftermost boilers showed signs of giving way, 
and when she reached the anchorage her forward boil- 
ers were leaking so badly that the fires had to be with- 
drawn hastily in ogder:to prevent a disaster. The boil- 
ers, Which are of the French Admiralty type, are to be 
changed. 


An attempt was made last winter to keep open the 
Russian port of Viadivostok by the use of explosive 
charges. By this means and the use of an ice-breaker, 
though the ice thickened in January to 82 inches, the 
channel was kept free from thick ice until the end of 
February. On the 27th of that month the steamship 
Baikal, and on March 1 the Vladimir, entered the har- 
bor from the sea and the four months’ seclusion of Vladi- 
vostock was abridged to 50 days. It is believed that two 
or three stronger and properly constituted ice-breakers 
will suffice to keep the port open through the whole win- 
ter. It is announced that the Volunteer Fleet will be- 
gin running ships between Odessa and Viadivostock un- 
usually early next year, and instead of four or five 
heing sent, as formerly, with troops, guns, ammunition 
and other warlike material, it is understood that ten 
cruisers will be required. During the autumn six more 
voyages will be made, and it is believed that at least 
10.000 men will be conveyed to that part of Asiatic 
Russia. 


The contract for the construction of the Holland sub- 
marine torpedo boat has been completed, and will be 
signed by both the Government and Mr. Holland with- 
in the next few days. The Journal has already de- 
scribed the dimensions of the vessel. It is understood 
that Mr. Holland will sublet the building of the vessel, 
do the work.

4 
svlution of the problem, in the opinion of the board, 
seems to be in the following direction: Take something 
in the nature of cheap wood or vegetable fibre and fine 
sawdust, treat them chemically with some insoluble fire. 
proof substance, not too heavy, then press and roll inty 
boards, more or less dense, according to the use for 
which the material is desired. Such a material will 
be non-inflammable all through, will not splinter, will 
not be heavy, and will be a non-conductor. Possibly 
this artificial board can be strengthened by enclosing 
within it a tough, fine wire netting.

BIDS FOR TORPEDO BOATS. 

The greatest interest was manifested on Tuesday last by 
the shipbuilders of the country, when bids were opened at 
the Navy Department for the construction of three torpedo 
boats. The competition, as shown by the proposals, was 
quite sharp. The contracts differed from others formerly 
issued in that they contained no speed premium, but re- 
tained the deduction feature, if the vessels did not come up 
to the contract speed of 24% knots. Another difference was 
that the bidder was permitted to submit a pro 1 for 
constructing a vessel of material other than steel. This was 
taken advantage of by the Herreshoff Manufacturing Com- 
pany, which made a preposition to construct the boats, with 
the lower hull, keel, stem and sternposts made of high 
bronze, and spper works and coal 
The general dimensions of the boats, as prescribed in the 
advertisements, were as follows: Length, 160 feet; beam, 16 
feet; tonnage, about 138, or 18 more than the Bricsson; coal 
capacity. 43 tons. Engines, triple expansion, twin screw, of 
2, horse-power; speed, 24% knots, or half a knot more 
than the Ericsson. Bidders were allowed to submit two 
kinds of proposals, one under the Department's specifica- 
tions and one under their own designs. This last permis- 
sion was freely availed of, and some bidders submitted sev- 
eral sets of original designs. 

The bids were as follows: 

Bath Iron Works, of Bath, Me., for all three boats, under 
the Department's designs, $142,000 each, or $426,000 In all.

Hugh Ramsay, of Perth Amboy, N. J., his own designs, 
for all three boats, $438,000, another set of his own designs, 
for all three boats, $378,000; under the Department's de- 
signs, for all three boats, $378,000; another bid under the 
Department's designs, for all three boats, $347,700; au- 
other set of his own designa, for all three, ,000.

OHIO. 


The ?2th annual convention of the National Guard Asse- 
clation of Ohio, held in Columbus, Jan. 31, 1895, was well 
attended, there being about 250 officers present. The large 
turn-out was caused mainly from the fact that a banquet 
at the Nell House would be in order in the evening, and 
to be presided over by His Excellency Gov. William Me- 
Kinley, Commander-in-Chief, and also by the belief of some 
of the officers that the question of brigading the troops 
would come tp. The executive committee deserve much 
eredit, they baying been wise and tixed the hour for the 
session to be from 2 to 4 p. m., only just time enough to 
get through with the regular routine business, thus avoiding 
heated arguments for and against the formation of brigades. 
Again, wuch credit is due the committee for the right good 
style in which the officers were banqueted. Some officers 
thought the money expended for the banquet should be 
given the legisiative committee to secure laws by which 
better and more equipment could be given the enlisted man. 
When the door opened to admit of not only the State but 
the nation's pride, McKinley, every officer was on his feet 
aud cheer after cheer was given in his honor. The Governor 
spoke interestingly of the National Guard, of the organiza- 
tions locally and nationally, saying he was proud of them, 
paying in giowing terms tributes to the officers and men for 
their faithiul service in the tield during ISM. An ollicer 
from each regiment was called to read a paper. All re- 
sponded, doing so in good style, their subjects being of much 
interest. The Civil Law, the shield of the citizen, by Maj. 
Cc. B. King, was listened to with much interest. The fol- 
lowing are extracts from Maj King's address: *‘The Army 
aud the militia are the last resources of civil power, and 
when these are called to the assistance of the duly con- 
stituted civil officer, they become a part of the civil power. 
This is the use now most likely to be made of the regular 
Army. It is probably the only use to which the organized 
militia of the States will be called. The soldiers are 
amenable to the civil law for any violation of the law out- 
side of the duties imposed, but within the scope of the per- 
formance of a duty required, the order of the commander- 
in-chief of the State and the execution thereof by the in- 
ferior officers and soldiers is supreme and beyond criticism 
at the hands of the civil law, and their operations cannot 
be paralyzed by the interference of civil authorities at the 
time and place of execution. It would be a gross outrage 
upon civil justice that any @¢xample of such interference 
should be allowed or tolerated. These responsibilities and 
duties, devolving for their proper execution upon the Na- 
tional Guard, its officers and soldiers do not seek. When 
they are compelled to perform them, they come from the 
body of citizenship of the State, from every walk and eall- 
ing; they leave important interests behind them, to go and 
ald the civil authorities in preserving peace and to save in- 
violate the property and person of the citizen. It may be, 
to protect private or public property from anarchistic as- 
sault; it may be to divide the anger of different bodies of 
opposing laboring men; it may be to keep open and for 
the use of the public the great lines of railroad that have 
become public necessities; it may be to preserve the peace 
of a great city and its property from destruction by a 
riotous assemblage, uncontrollable by ordinary civil au- 
thorities, and it may be that most unpleasant duty of pro- 
tecting the life of some miserable criminal to enable the 
civil law to take its course, but, whatever the occasion, the 
responsibilities are serious. When such conditions exist, 
then is the time when every law-abiding citizen will take 
himeelf to a place of safety and away from a position where 
he may be tempted actively to aid or secretly to comfort 
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the insurrectionary forces. If he remains on the ground 
from sympathy or curiosity and is injured, who is the 
fault? The Governor who called the troops, the next officer 
in rank who was in command, the officer next to him who 
had immediate charge of the squad, or the humble soldier 
in the ranks who fired the rifle or gave the bayonet stroke? 
These, all of them, are a part of the same force and of the 
same system. They are a part of the civil law, and if they 
exercise good faith, they should receive the commendation 
of their fellow-citizens for the righteous performance of un- 
pleasant duty. The good citizen who has refused to re- 
spond to the call of the sheriff, the highest civil officer of 
his county, and has by his conduct compelled him to seek 
for military assistance, will, when the military comes to the 
relief of the sheriff, divorce himself from the mob, which 
he would not aid in ee | down, and will cease longer to 
encourage it. The sympathy and sentiment of the public 
will not sustain any attempt to be smart at _ the 
expense of legitimate and wise enforcement of law. 
They will sustain the brave and manly officer and 
soldier who does his duty, who obeys. orders and 
who acts only because he has been ordered to act 
by the commander-in-chief of the State. Shall the Gov- 
ernor be called to answer every time somebody gets burt 
in violating the law? This would make a curious state of 
affairs. There are people who would be glad to hold Presi- 
dent Cleveland responsible personally for sending the 
U. 8S. Army to relieve the Imperial City of the West from 
the likelihood of destruction at the hands of a mob that 
had been allowed to grow and gather under the eye of civil 
—, Last, but not least, was an address by that ever- 
oved friend of the rank and file of Ohio’s National Guards- 
men, Gen. H. A. Axline. When the General took the floor 
applause after applause, cheer after cheer went up from 
every one in the room. When the General made mention 
of the happy day to him in New York City in 1889, when he 
rode on the left of that gallant soldier, Ohio's next U. 8. 
Senator, J. B. Foraker, and at the head of over one mile of 
Ohio's infantry in heavy marching order, a troop of cavalry 
not equaled in the world and artillery that win praise 
every day, the loud and continued applause would have 
raised the roof had it not been for the many stories of brick 
and stone between it and the banquet hall. Capts. Vanhorn, 
Burns, Heistand and others of the U. S. Army were also 
present, and enjoyed the evening very much. 


ILLINOIS. 


Adj. Gen. Alfred Orendorff in his annual report for 184 
announces that the authorized strength of the Hlinois Na- 
tional Guard is 10,253. The present strength is 5,705, being 
an increase of 1,288 during the last two years. The force 
is divided into three brigades as follows: Ist Brigade, 
headquarters, Chicago, composed of Ist Inf., 12 companies; 
2d Inf., 12 companies; 7th Inf., 8 companies; Battery D, 
and Troop A, 2d Brigade, headquarters Springfield, com- 
yosed of 5th Inf., 12 companies; 4th Inf., 11 companies, and 
attery A. 3d Brigade, headquarters Aurora, composed of 
sd Inf., 12 companies; 6th Inf., 12 companies, and Troop B. 
“Ilinois,"” says Gen. Orendorff, “and especially Chicago, 
was the storm center of the industrial disturbances during 
the spring and summer of 184. The Illinois National 
Guard during the last two years has performed more active 
service than during its entire prior existence. The whole 
force was on active duty, and a number or organizations 
were several times called to the aid of the civil authorities. 
The celerity of its movements and the courage, patience and 
tidelity evinced in the discharge of delicate, as well as haz- 
ardous duties, were the admiration of all impartial ob- 
servers."’ The report deals in full with the military opera- 
tions of the year. The fact that Federal troops came on 
the ground to preserve order against the wishes of the Goy- 
ernor is criticised, and in referring to the subject, it is said: 
‘The presumption is that all officers will do their duty and 
that if the exigencies of any case demand assistance from 
the State, a statement required by the law would be made to 
that effect, or on failure to furnish protection, and refusal 
to make request for troops, interested persons would bring 
the facts in a proper manner to the attention of the Goy- 
ernor. Arms had been furnished the sheriff, but no call for 
troops from the sheriff or mayor was made until the 6th of 
July, they, doubtless, believing that they could control the 
situation, and knowing that a request four troops when made 
would be promptly complied with. This was the situation 
on July 3 when the Federal troops were sent to Chicago, 
unasked by any city, county or State official, and in the 
face of the fact that during the recent strike not only had 
troops been furnished in every case in which they were re- 
quested by sheriffs, but in four instances had aided the ofli- 
cers of the U. 8. court for the Southern District of Illinois 
at their request in executing its writs. With the full knowl- 
edge of these facts, no request for State troops was made 
by any Federal officer. The assumption that Illinois was 
not able or willing to preserve peace within its borders was 
an inexcusable reflection on the honor of the State, and, in 
view of the patriotic history of its people, is so unjusti- 
fiable that the severest condemnation should be visited 
upon the selfish, panicstricken and ambitious intermeddlers 
who misrepresented the situation to the President. During 
the night of the 4th the first destruction of property oc- 
curred. On the 5th the strikers, to prevent the resumption 
of work, threw switches, changed signal lights, ditched 
trains and dismanned locomotives, and sent them with full 
head of steam wildly along the tracks. That night freight 
cars were looted and railroad property burned in distant 
sections of the city and county. The presence of the Fed- 
eral soldiers did not prevent this widespread violence."” The 
cost of active service from June, 18093, to Aug. 7, 1895, was 
$360,091.31. The troops, it Is said, are thoroughly proficient 
in drill and guard duty, know how to pitch tents, cook 
food, preserve their health and take care of themselves in 
general. Ninety-four per cent. of the entire guard of the 
State responded to the call for their services. The aver- 
age expenditure for subsistence, it is said, did not exceed 
26 cents per day per man, and no fault was found with the 
quality or quantity of the food. The State owns no ar- 
mories, but rents the same from individuals at an annual 
cost of $50,000, “‘Lieut. D. J. Baker, Jr., 12th Inf., U. 8. A.,” 
says Gen. Orendorff, “on duty with the Illinois National 
Guard, has been zealous and efficient in performance of 
his duties. He was at the Lemont strike and at as many 
places as it was possible for him to go during the miners’ 
and railroad strikes. His annual reports for 1808-4 deal 
with these strikes. The latter contains an exhaustive re- 
port of the active services of the Illinois National Guard, 
and is an intelligent and impartial narration, and as ac- 
curate as could be expected when the extent of the opera- 
tions and the impossibility of one person witnessing so 
many events, or receiving reliable information from so many 
points, are considered.”
